RUSSIANJMJDACITY. 


The Coup That Made Persia a Finan- 


cial Vassal of the Bear. 


In 1892 tho Imperial Rank of Persia 


a British institution, lent the Persian 
government 82,500,000 on the security 
of the customs receipts of the gulf 
ports, 
in 1803 Persia, finding herself 


again hard up, desired to borrow $G- 
000.000 more from the same source 
and on tho same ample security 
But 


before the British bankers would grant 
the additional loau they must needs 
quibble and procrastinate and insist on 
still further conditions. Finally how- 
ever, $(5,250.000 of Persian bonds were 
underwritten in London. Russia, hear- 
ing of the affair at the eleventh hour 
and Cfly-ninrh minute, promptly offer- 
ed Persia'a much larger loan on much 
better terms, and she did no haggling 
either. 
Persia, finding herself In the 


embarrassing position of having two 
parties suing for her financial hand at 
the same time and not daring to of- 
rend either of them, thought to es- 
cape from the predicament by not bor- 
rowing at all. 


But so persistently and skillfully did 


Russia urge her suit thut in 1900 Per- 
sia timidly yielded to the ardent woo- 
ing and acknowledged her submission 
by accepting from Russia a loan of 
?n,875,000 for seventy-five years, at 
the same time agreeing that all pre- 
vious loans should be paid off at once 
and no more incurred until this one 
was discharged without the permission 
of the Russian Banque Desprets de 
Perse. 
Within less than n month 


therefore, 5,000,000 rubles ($2,500000) 
were remitted to London to pay off 
the British loau of 1892, thereby "free- 
ing Persia from any British financial 
control. There has been no more au- 
dacious and successful stroke of diplo- 
macy in modern times, for by it Persia

REBATES ON REVENUE. 


National Forest Department Returns 


$60,752 to California for Roads 


and Schools. 


Washington, Nov. 26.—For the 
fis- 


cal year ended June 30 last, the V. S. 
Department of agriculture announces, 
the 25 per cent of national forest reve- 
nue which will go to the states for 
road and school purposes amounted to 
$506,194.84. This was $67,492.03 more 
than last year, or an increase of a lit- 
tle over 15 per cent. The payments 
are an offset to the loss of Income 
from 
taxable 
property 
sustained 


through withdrawal of the forest land 
from entry under the public land laws. 


The amounts which will go to the 


various states are as follows: Ari- 
zona, 51,220.33; Arkansas, $2,904.44; 
California, $60,752.91; Colorado, $501- 
308.19; Florida, $706.38; Idaho, $66,- 
•74.55; Kansas, $1,004.67; Minnesota. 
$457.37; Montana, $83,678.38; Nebras- 
ka. $2,820.25; Nevada, $16,314.33; New 
$63.64; Oklahoma, $626.16; Oregon. 
$39,635.87; South Dakato. $9,808.93; 
Vtah. $32,905.49; Washington, $23.671.- 
89; Wyoming, $34,704.54.

A Phenomenal Orange Grove. 


Porterville.—Norman Sinclair's dr- 


ange grove east of this city Is an ex- 
emplification of scientific methods of 
citrus culture, and competent judges 
state that it is one of the most phe- 
nomenal orchards in the state of 
California. 
Although the trees are 


less than three years old this year, 
Mr. Sinclair secured from his thirty- 
acre grove more than one and one- 
half carloads of fruit, the oranges be- 
ing exceptionally early, without blem- 
ish of any sort and with the soft fine 
texture which reminds one of a kid 
glove. 


Mr. Sinclair attributes the success 


of the grove, as do the soil experts 
of the University of California, to the 
fact that prior to setting out his trees 
he took from the plot of ground a 
representative sample of earth and 
sent the same to the University for 
analysis, with the statement that he 
contemplated citrus culture. 
The re- 


sult was sent back that the soil lacked 
phosphoric acid. 
When 
the trees 


were planted three pounds of phos- 
phates were placed in each tree hole, 
with the result that from ilie very 
first the saplings made 
stupendous 


growth, and out of the entire tract 
there has not been a single yellow 
tree or a single "runt" which has 
been found necesary to replace.

THE MUSKRAT. 


More People Trap This Little Animal 


Than Any Other. 


In America nearly 10.000 people trap 


the musquash, or mtiRkrat. every year. 
More people trap this little animal 
than any other. It is claimed that the 
greatest number of skins are taken In 
Minnesota and the Red river district. 
Most of the pelts nre exported. 


The skins nre very uniform In color, 


usually a dark brown. However, those 
of Alaska and the Mackenzie district 
are very light In color. 
The blnck 


pelts or those which are nearly so 
come from the southern sections, al- 
though occasionally a few nre found In 
other localities. 


The muakrat Is very prolific. 
In 


some latitudes, snys Fur News. It has 
three litters of young iu a summer and 
from three to five young in each litter. 
The animals are nocturnal In their 
habits, but nre often seen during the 
day. 
Musquash, it Is said, thrive best 


In sluggish streams. lakes and marsh- 
es. In appearance It Is very much like 
the beaver, and Its habits are very 
similar. 


The muskrats that Inhabit the ponds, 


marshea and shallow lakes build their 
houses of grass, weeds, etc., and plas- 
ter them together 
with mud. The 


house Is built In the shape of a dome 
and Is usually several feet above the 
water. The musquash that lives along 
the streams usually has its home In 
the banks of them. The entrance to 
this den is almost always beneath the 
water, but as the burrows range up- 
ward the dens are never filled with 
water except In times of freshets.
